"I have received but one 
complaint that the law was being violat- 
ed at Koshkonong lake." said Mr. Ellar- 
son, '-'and the report that no attention 
has been paid to numerous complaints 
that are alleged to have been sent to me 
.is not true. I received a letter from ,T. 
B. Doe last week notifying me that the 
law was being violated, and I immediate- 
ly ordered a deputy game warden to go 
there and look into the subject. I sup- 
pose he is there now. We have but five 
deputies in the state and they are kept 
very busy in different sections, so that 
it not infrequently happens that it takes 
several days before one of them can 
leave his post to go to a new place. So 
•far as the charge made by C. A. Still, ot 
the Black Hawk club, in a letter to a 
Milwaukee 
sportsman is concerned, 


there are no letters from Mr. Still at 
my office, nor have there been any there 
this season. 


Fewer Violations. 


''There will be violations of the game 


law, to be sure, but they are not as fre- 
quent as they formerly were, and we 
have dnring the first "year prosecuted 
ten persons where one was prosecuted 
before. There is another thing that I 
would like to call attention to. and that 
is that tho law of 1897 permitted the 
use of a boat in hunting ducks in open 
Avat.T. but this privilege was cut oft' by 
the revision. 


' "The charge that deer are being shot 


in the northern part of the state and 
shipped to Milwaukee as fish, is news to 
me. The first intimation I had of any 
such transaction was in the article pub- 
lished iu Tho Sentinel this morning, and 
if the writer will furnish me with evidence 
to prove the truth of his statement. V>r 
shows me whore I can get it. I 
will 


prosecute' the guilty persons to the full

Use of Sneak linats "Prohibited. 


The law covering tho use of sneak 


boats is given below: 


Special attention is called to tlio fact that un- 


der the present fiyh and sumo laws of thi= state, 
all sneak boats come under ]he classification of 
nuisances, and can be seized by the state when- 
ever used i'ur limiting in open water. 


The fish and iranie law of this state, as now in 


force, will be found in chapter IS") of the revised 
statutes of 1SSIS. 


By this law tho use of any .-ueak boat or boat 


propelled by an oar from the stern, or «i y sail- 
boat or boat propelled by an enirihe or machin- 
ery or any battery, sink box or similar device, 
or any boat except a row boat or paddle boat 
propel'ed with'an oar or oars operated from 
the side-, is p.ohibited. , 
The law also provides that any per.-on who shall 
attempt to kill or pursue any wild dnuk.tnio.si! 
or other aquatic bird, while occupying or usinkp 
any boat,box or other device outside of the nat- 
iiral covering' of reeds, grass or other vegeta- 
tion Krowinf,- above the water, or any person 
v/ho shall construct or nso for the purpose c»- 
limiting, outside of the natural uovcrins cc 
upno the ice. any artificial blind or airibnsh. 
shall be punished by a fine of not less than $10 
nor more than $.r»0, or by imprisonment in the 
oonnty jail not more then thirty days, or both 
Such iine or imprisonment. 


The law also provides that tlie unlawful use 


of any boat or artificial blind shall forfeit same 
to the slate, and upon their beilu,' found under 
any of the conditions which under the law ren- 
ders them public nuisances, they may be imme- 
diately (leslryed.

GEN. MILES' SCHEME FAVORED. 


The Islam! Likely to 
He Divided Into 


Three Districts—Oca. ATerrltt Spoken 
Of for the Supreme Command—IVheelei 
Will Have Charge of the Cavalry. 


Washington, Oct. 1.—The war 
de- 


partment is perfecting plans for the 
occupation of Cuba. Gen. Miles' scheme 
to divide the island into three divis- 
ions probably will be carried out. Gen. 
Lawton will- have command of one. 
Gen. Wade of another and Gen. Lee 
of the third. 
Gen. Wheeler will have 


command of the cavalry to be sent to 
Cuba. The cavalry will operate in the 
division where it is most needed. 


There is some talk of making Maj.- 


Gen. Merritt the commander of 
all 


three divisions. After the conclusion 
of the peace negotiations in Paris, if 
not before, Gen. Merritt 
will return 


to the United States. 
On his return 


to this country he will be married to 
Miss Williams of Chicago. It is not 
believed that Gen. Merritt would care 
to take his young wife out to Manila, 
nor would he be willing to take charge 
of one of the military departn>:nts of 
the United States while there are more 
important departments in Cuba 
and 


Porto Rico. 


Maj.-Gen. Brooke has already been 


assigned to command in Porto 
Rico, 


and as he is of equal rank with Gen. 
Merritt, there is no probability that 
he will be shifted. The only thing left 
for Gen. Merritt, therefore, if he is 
not inclined to return to the Philip- 
pines, would be the supreme command 
in Cuba. There are good reasons for 
believing that this command will be 
given him. 


TO OCCUri' CUBA THIS MONTH. 


Transportation or Troop* Will Begin No 


Later Than Oct. !iO. 


Washington, Oct. 1.—The

Friday discussed fully the plans for 
the military occupation of Cuba.

McKinley's message

He called upon all loyal 
subjects to die, if need be, in defend- 
ing their liberty, and never to permit 
any foreign government to have con- 
trol. He did not refer to America or 
the subjects of a protectorate.
